It Is 
quhc certain that the Queen Mother Amelie and the liins's jrrandmother, the 
Dowiscr Empress Maria T31a, are on this vessel enroutc for Gibraltar.

greatest labor fight waged in years In 
the supreme court of the United States 
was opened today when Daniel Daven- 
port and J. J. Darlington, as attor- 
neys Dor the Buck Stove and Range 
company, of St. Louis, filed Its side of 
the controversy over the "W<x don't 
patronize list" of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. The case will come 
up for argument before the court prob- 
ably next week.

The brief 
for ihe American Federation of La- 
bor, which objected to any Injunction 
in the case, has not been filed. 


Injunction Was Issued. 


The supreme court of the District of

the Stove and Range company, which 
was charged with operating an "open 
shop."

ternoon and It was thought by those 
present that death resulted from some 
kind of po'uson which had permeated 
her system. 
The stomach was badly 


displaced, being several inches lower 
than normal, the kidneys, spleen and 
glands displaced and the intestines 
growed together In mony places. Th* 
lungs were found to be in good condi- 
tion and there was no indication of 
cancer. 
While the internal organs 


showed that Mrs. Thrush was in very 
poor condition, yet the physicians did 
not flnd anything so radically wrong 
as to cause death, and all who attend- 
ed the autopsy are still uncertain as 
to what was the direct cause of death.

beginnings in thP ye=r 1130 A. D., when 
Alfonso, the son of Count Henry of 
Burgundy, who had been given the 
country by Kin? Ferdinand of Spain, 
defeated the Moors in the great battle 
of Ourique. 
A war with Spain fol- 


lowed, hut the n<»w king was victori- 
ous. 
He also fought with the Moors 


and in 1147 took Lisbon from them. 


Alfonso died in 1185 after a long and 


brilliant reign and was succeeded by 
his son, Sancho I, who gained the title 
of "the founder." During th» next two 
royal generations came conflicts with 
the Roman Catholic church, as the re- 
sult of which Sancho If. was excom- 
municated and deposed. 


Becomes Commercial Land. 


The next king, Alfonso II, was on 


better terms with the 
church 
anc 


during his reign the country was con- 
tinuously prosperous. Kjng Denis, his 
son, 
followed, and during his regime 


Portugal entered on that couraa o; 
commercial enterprise which was th< 
source of the country's great wealth 
and power. He founded the University 
of Lisbon. 


Ths Burgundlan kings wer« followe< 


by what is known as the House o 
Avis, the first of these being John 1 
His son, Prince Henry the. Navigator 
started Portugal on her colonial oa 
reer. 
In 1419 the Portuguese redls 


covered the 
Mndleras, reached th 


Azores and conquered half of Morocco 
The work of Prince Henry's captain 
and their immediate successors led t 
the inauguration of a regular syste: 
of exploration and the acduisttton, soo 
after the middle of the fifteenth cen 
turj-, of tho Cape Vcrd« islands an 
the Guinea coast 


From 1474 to 1476 
cams anothe 


Ths people of Portugal have over- 


turned their monarchy and in its place 
have erected a. republic. This side the 
water there win be every hope that it 
may he permanent and full of beneS- 
cence to the land, but such hope is not 
unmixed with grave misgiving. The 
people of that part of Europe do not 
lend themselves readily nor success- 
fully to the enterprise of self-govern- 
»ent 
Spain tried it and failed and 


nioet accounts agree that -the Spanish 
peoples ara in a. fitter state to govern 
themselves that the Portuguese. 
If 


the new government restores 'tranquil- 
lity, maintains peace, enlarges the lib- 
erties of the people without weaken- 
ing social order and gives the people 
a more equitable share of such pros- 
perity as the realm, enjoys tha up- 
heaval will have been a blessing. But 
the Portuguese are not An gin-Saxon 
and it will be through regions of great 
stress that the new republic must rise

the people outside tha capital and their 
•willingness to participate in tha pro-

not knpwn. 


The future of the infant republic -will 
depend on what hand the people have 
had in overturning -ihs monarchy. An 
uprising in the capital, the capturo of 
the palace, the flight of the royal fam- 
Sly and the defection nf the troopa 
does not necessarily m»3n participa- 
tion by the people in the revolution 
nor an aspiration for democracy. 


The resignation of Justice Moody,

John's successor was a cousin, Em- 


manuel, whose reign wai notable for 
the voyage of Vasco da- Gama around 
the Cape of Good Hope to India and 
for the discovery and first settlement 
of Brazil. 


In 1510 Albuquerque captured Goa, 


which became the seat of Portuguese 
power in the east Alburquerque also 
extended the Portu guess power to Ma- 
lacca and the Sunday Islands. 
The 


Portuguese also established themselves 
at various points on tha east coast of 
Africa and penetrated into Abyssinia 
and the Congo country. The reign of 
John III. (1521-57) saw Portugal one 
of the foremost powers of Europe. 


The decline of the kingdom began 


In the next reign, that of John's grand- 
son, 
Sebastian. He started his coun- 


try on the road to ruin by expelling 
from it all the rich and powerful Jews 
who had played such an Important 
part in its upbuilding, and he followed 
this up by a campaign of studied cru- 
elty and neglect to the colonies, which 
crippled the resources of the kingdom. 
The young king was also drawn InW 
a Moorish war, -which coat him his pos- 
sessions in northern Africa. 


Conquered by th» Spaniards. 


Sebastian's death gave risa to bitter 


disputes over the succession, and in 
the end the country was 
seized by 


liilip II. of Spain after it had been 
onquered by the Duke of Alva. Then 
ollowerl sixty years of tyranny and 
ppression, which wasted the Portu- 
gese possessions and destroyed com- 
iletely her prestige. It was ended in 
040 when a successful conspiracy of 
.he higher nobility under John. Duke 
of Braganza. freed the country from 
Spanish control. A Ions war followed, 
but the treaty of JLIshon signed in 
1668 formally recognized 
the 
Inde- 


pendence of Portugal. 


Tha succeeding history of Portugal 


offers little of interest. From its high 
rank as a commercial power the coun- 
ry Bank into a position of practical 
dependence upon England, with which 
country the Portuguese* became closely 
allied by the Methuen treaty of 1703. 


In the reign of King Joseph, the 


genius of Minister 
Pombal infused 


:emporary vigor into the administration 
and checked for a time th» downwarc 
tendency of the national credit Pom- 
i>al carried on a relentless war against 
the nobles and the clergy, and as a re- 
sult of his efforts the Jesuits were ex- 
pelled from the country in 1759. The

There was a speedy relapse Into re- 


action upon the accession of Joseph's 
daughter, Maria, because 
of whose 


mental condition the country was put 
under th« regency of the Crown Prince 
John. Being unable to maintain him- 
self in Portugal against Napoleon, who 
by the treaty 
of Fontainebleau had 


agreed -with Spain upon the partition 
of the country, he left his kingdom in 
180T 
and transferred his government 


to Brazil, -while the French army, un- 
der Junot, occupied Iilsbon. 
England 


came to Portugal'i rescue 
In this 


emergency, and Sir Arthur "Wellosley. 
with an English and Portuguese army, 
drova the French back 
into Spain. 


Prlnoe John continued to reside in Rio 
Janeiro -until 
1821, although in the 


meantime his mother had died and he 
had been crowned. 


Portugal had for several genera- 


tion* been under an absolute form of 
government, .the control of which was 
In th» court and the priesthood, 'The 
transfer of the «eat of government to 
Brazil had 
been 
humiliating, 
and 


arouaed In the Portuguese resentment, 
which took the form of a revolution, 
intended to bring about a. constitu-

Brazil Gains Independence, 


King John left Brazil in 1821, leav- 


ing his son, Dom Pedro, regent of Bra- 
zil, with Instructions to maintain the 
supremacy of the house 'of Braganza, 
even at the cost of separation from the 
mother country. 
A revolt in Brazil 


followed, In which Brazil achieved her 
independence, 'This produced a coun- 
ter revolt in Portugal, led by King 
John's younger son, Miguel, which was 
put down by the British. 


Upon the death of King John In 


1826 
his son, Pedro, the emporor of 


Brazil, who succeeded to the crown of 
Portugal, promulgated a constitution 
intended to give Portugal 'much the 
same form of 'government as England. 
He at the same time resigned the 
right to the crown to his daughter, 
Ma.ria da Gloria, and hev uncle Miguel 
was made regent. 


The regent at once took measures In 


defiance 
of the 
constitution. 
Dom 


Pedro, who had been forced to abdi- 
cate the throno of Brazil, proceeded to 
upolrt the rights of his daughter by 
force of arms and placed himself at 
the head of an expedition gathered in 
tha Azores.

known as an ethnologist and anthrop- 
ologist, came to Spence's Bridge and 
sought out Mr. Teit. The latter went 
with him and his -Morris K. Jesup 
North Pacific expedition as guide and 
interpreter, and learned the art of not- 
ing and describing what he saw and 
heard. 
On this expedition Mr. Teit 


took the party along the coast, while 
Dr Boas made an intimate study o£ 
the languages of the coast tribes for 
the British Association- for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 


Other expedittions under Dr. Boas 


followed. The scientist gave Mr. Teit 
lines of work to follow, and the latter 
has been following them assiduously 
ever since. Up to the present time he 
has completed for the Jesup expedi- 
tion volumes on "The Thompson River 
Indians," "The Llllooet" and "The 
Shushwap," and a supplementary vol- 
ume on the Thompson river Indians is 
now in preparation. 
Recentlty a Bos- 


ton firm published for the American 
oik Lore society a volume by Mr. Teit 
on the traditions of the Thompson river 
Indians. 
Since writing that he has 


gathered 300 other traditions handed 
down from generation to generation,

yaits a few' days and then aspirates 
the joint, which is the insertion of a 
syringe-like 
needle 
and extracting 


gases and liquid matter. The second 
part of the treatment consists of in- 
jecting a solution of formalin in glyc- 
erin, -which is repeated as occasion de- 
mands. 
The third stage consists of 


applying "extensions," thereby pulliri? 
the bones apart and relieving: the pres- 
sure. 
This relieves the patient "of 


pain, the old method of doing this he- 
ing to put the member in the easiest 
position, which, in turn, resulted in in- 
creased or aggravated anchylosis. The 
new method relieves the pressure and 
therefore reduces the inflammation. 


In cases where anchylosis has taken 


place Dr. Murphy cuts down through 
the old and stiffened joint, sometimes 
removes the dead head of the joint, 
and substitutes therefor bone taken 
from other parts, trims the tissues— 
often enlarging the space—covers the 
ends of the bones with faacia or mus- 
cle, 
puts the parts in place and •wires 


them there.
